How little Germany cared for the 
‘feelings of the Dutch was shown a 
year ago, immediately after the com- 
mencenient of unrestricted submar- 
ine warfare, when seven Dutch ships 
from England to Holland were at- 
tacked and sunk, after the Dutch aus 
thorities had reccived “reasonable as- 
surance of safety.” This was hailed 
-in Holland as a “blow. in the face,” 
and “the greatest humiliation which 
any neutral nation has had to en- 
dure in the course of this war.” 

One has only to recall Holland's 
proud past to realize her indignation 
at the perplexities of the war. Ev- 
ery schoolboy remembers the story 
of Admiral van Tromp, who is said 
‘to have sailed up the Thames with a 


e broom at his masthead as a signal 


that he had swept the, British from 
the seas. This followed the long 
struggle wherein Holland threw off 
the Spanish yoke, which had existed 
» © almost two centuries, ending aft- 
eighty years of war in the peace 

of Westphalia in 1648, when the in- 
dependence of the United Provinces 
and their conquests in the Far East 
"were recognized. This fight for free- 
dom is described by Motley in “The 
Rise of the Dutch Republic,” onc of 
the immortal works of history. . 
Dutch progress was greatest in 
the seventeenth century, following a 
teuce with Spain in. 1609, The Kast 
India Company had been founded in 
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| 1600. Trade with the Indians at 
jwhat is now New York was opened 
hin 1610, thus founding New, Amster- 
idam (a curious antecedent for the 
present relation of the United States 
to Holland) and the Dutch flag and 
lenterprise spread to the East Indies 
jand South America.

What is Holland’s contribution to 
the world’s political development? 
The Pilgrim Fathers who landed at

William of 
Orange, who became king of Eng- 
land in 1688, led in the war against 
the Stuarts and their misrule, On 
a wider scale the contribution of the 
Dutch is considerable. : 

“The best of the laws of Great 
Britain and America?’ says George 
Wharton Edwards in “Holland of 
Today,” are derived from the Neth- 
erlands, “and the two great elements 
which have contributed to make 
America what it is are, one, the civ- 
ilization of ancient Rome with its 
genius for. government and its in- 
stinct for justice and equal rights; 
the other, the strong, wild blood of 
the Germanic race with its passion 
for individual freedom which has 
given’ its nerve, strength and en- 
ergy to modern Europe.” In Hol- 
land, Mr. Edwards adds, the feudal 
system took feeble root. 

In the Holland of the present 
time—separated from Belgitim since 
1830—there is a population of 6,- 
500,000 compressed into afi area o 
12,500 square miles. The people are 
hardy and thrifty, and made cap- 
able by long battles against the sea, 
which centuries ago

typical Russian workman or peasant 


is illiterat€ only because he has nev- | 


er had opportunity to learn to read 
or write, True, stupid faces may be 


seen among the idlers around the | 


railway stations; but the few people 
who have nothing more important to 
do than to loiter through the work- 
ing hours’of the day cannot fairly be 
taken as representative of the intel- 
ligence of any community. 

Much more representative are thic 
crowds who promenade the railway 
platforms after working hours in the 
evenings or on Sundays or holidays, 
and the groups to be seen working in 
the fields aléngside of the railroad, 
who ‘can be observed at leisure from 
the slowly moving train. Of the 
Russian country people in general |

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France Is Not “Bled White” by Any 
Means 

The following figures, given by 
Mr. Stephane Lauzanne, c¢ditor-in- 
chief of the Paris Matin, director of 
the official bureau of French infor- 
matgn, show better than any words 
that France is far from being  ¢x- 
hausted or “bled white.” 

In 1914, at the battle o& the Marne, 
France had in the field an army of 
1,500,000 men; today, after more than 
three years of war, France has in 
the field an army of 2,700,000 men. 
In September, 1914, the French war 
plants were mantifacturing 12,000 
shells per day; today France is man- 
ufacturing 300,000 shells per day, Ac- 
cording to an agreement signed by 
the French high cemmissioner in 
Washington with the war depart- 
ment, it is the French war industries 
which manufacture all the light ar- 
tillery for the American army. 

In these war plants, which are the 
pride of the French nation and which 
no exhausted country could maintain, 
nearly half a million women are ac- 
tually working day and night. There 
also progress has been achieved; in 
1914 only 25,000 women were work- 
ing in these factories; on March 1,

$39,208,378, an increase of $3,347,670. 
as compared with the previous year. 
There was an increase in the value 
of the catch in all the provinces wit 
the cxception of Ontario, where 
smaller catexzes of trout, whitefish, 
pike and pickerel resulted in a de- 
crease of over half a million dollars. 
As usual, salmon heads the list in 
value with a total of $10,882,431.
